violence, 


"Hie idea of the game," it 


says here, "is to buy and rent or 
sell properties so that one 
becomes the wealthiest player 
and eventual winner." 


That's not the way the game 


actually goes, to this editor's 
recollection, as an addict 20 
years ago. You throw the dice 
and wind up on 
Electric 


Company and buy it for 150 
game-dollars. No sooner do you 
buy it you discover no one's 
using electric appliances any 
more. Or you buy another 
leadpipe cinch, Water Works, 
for another $150, and im- 
mediately find everyone has 
quit drinking. 


But the pippin is Penn- 


sylvania Railroad, at $200— 
here's 
something 
that 


guarantees bankruptcy in the 
game equal to the troubles of 
the real-life Pennsy.

vestments that turned out 
profitably 
were 
in cheap 


property, like Mediterranean 
Avenue or Baltic, at 60 game- 
dollars each. 
Build 
some 


tenement houses on cheap 
property and you make money.

Monopoly—is it just a game, 


or have we perchance stumbled 
on some real-life truth ? 


Inaugural 
ceremonies 
begin today

WASHINGTON (AP) - A re- 


ception for Vice President and 
Mrs. Spiro T. Agnew this eve- 
ning followed by a "salute to 
the states" signal the official 
start of President Nixon's sec- 
ond-term inauguration festivi- 
ties. 


Nixon's wife, Pat, is sched- 


uled to pinch-hit for him at the 
two receptions, with the Presi- 
dent returning from Florida 
sometime before he takes the 
oath of office Saturday at noon 
in front of the Capitol. 


While Nixon remained at his 


seaside resort in Key Biscayne 
studying the latest develop- 
ments in the Paris peace talks, 
backers and foes of his war pol- 
icies laid plans to parade in 
force Saturday, Inauguration 
Day. 


The inaugural committee es- 


timated that 50,000 out-of- 
towners will come for the 
weekend's events, most of them 
for 
the 
swearing-in 
and 


inaugural parade. 


More than 180 of the esti- 


mated 300 surviving Medal of 
Honor recipients from as far 
back as World War I will be 
honored at the inauguration, 
beginning with a luncheon to- 
day and at a banquet and the 
inaugural balls Saturday- The 
banquet will be hosted by one 
of Nixon's biggest donors, W. 
Clement Stone, and emceed by 
Bob Hope. 
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Top-level peace 
talks will resume

Mansfield-Scott 


Of same mind on end to VN war 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfield foresees better rela- 
tions and more understanding 
between President Nixon and 
the Democratic Congress when 
peace comes in Vietnam—but 
adds that other issues dividing 
them will remain. 


He rejected the contention of 


Sen. Hugh Scott, the Republi- 
can leader, that congressional 
threats to cut off war spending 
have lengthened the Vietnam 
conflict. 


"My reaction would be just 


the contrary," he said, "be- 
cause the Congress provides 
the money and the Congress 
has a constitutional duty to 
play in any war in which we're 
engaged." 


The Democratic leader said 


in an interview that a Vietnam 
settlement "will in my opinion 


react to the President's favor 
and bring about a better and 
more understanding feeling be- 
tween the executive and legisla- 
tive branches. 


"But the other issues will re- 


main because their effects run 
through the Congress, the im- 
pounding of funds and other 
great constitutional questions," 
Mansfield said. 


Nixon is withholding some $8 


billion in appropriations voted 
by Congress, in an adminis- 
tration drive to hold down the 
federal budget. 


Mansfield said he believes 


"Congress will face up to its re- 
sponsibilities" and invoke its 
own ceiling on federal spend- 
ing. 


"In effect, it has been forced 


to by the action which the Pres- 
ident initiated last year to give 
him the right to set a spending 
ceiling," he said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate Republican leader Hugh 
Scott says a settlement of the 
Vietnam war would strengthen 
President Nixon's hand in deal- 
ing with the Democratic Con- 
gress, adding that when peace 
comes "much will be forgiven" 
in the controversy between the 
White House and Capitol Hill. 


At the same lime, Scott said 


the threat by congressional 
critics to seek a cutoff of war 
appropriations "has in my opin- 
ion lengthened the duration of 
the war." 


"The debate was proper—but 


ill-advised," the Pennsylvania 
senator said in an interview. 
He said the only thing that 
"can now upset the peace" is 
the possibility that Hanoi may 
be misled by critics of Nixon's 
policy. 


Scott said the impact of the 


congressional 
antiwar 
effort 


"has been to cause Hanoi to 
drag its feet over a period of 
years and to indulge itself in the 
hope that, what it could not win 
through diplomatic of military 
action, it could now win through 
politcal action. 


"This will not happen and 


Hanoi Ly now is aware of it," 
he added. 


Scott said a settlement "will 


greatly strengthen the Presi- 
dent with the public. As he is 
strengthened with the public, so 
will he be strengthened with 
the Congress." 


He said he expects an in- 


crease in goodwill between the 
President and Congress, though 
conceding "it will take some 
generosity of mind on the part 
of both the legislative and exec- 
utive to achieve it." 


About those invitations. 


WASHINGTON ( A P ) - If 


you haven't received an in- 
vitation to President Nixon's in- 
augural, don't feel snubbed. 


If you have received one, 


don't be too sure it'll get you 
in. 


The sweet smell of success- 


translated into money contrib- 
uted in chunks to the right po- 
litical candidates—is probably 
the only foolproof way to get a 
choice invitation to the posh in- 
augural events. 


But as thousands of Ameri- 


cans found out, not all in- 
vitations are equal. 


About 200,000 persons opened 


over-sized, cream-colored enve- 
lopes to find 
engraved in- 


vitations to "attend and partici- 
pate" in the inauguration. How- 
ever, small slips of paper in- 
side the envelopes said the suit- 
able-for-framing invitations are 
only souvenirs. 


An even more select group of 


40,000, mostly Republicans, got 


the real 
thing—conventional- 


size engraved invitations on 
heavy ivory-tinted stock. But 
they'll still have to shell out $40 
each for a ball ticket Saturday 
night c- *10 to attend the recep- 
tion for Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew this evening. 


The most "in" invitations are 


to the swearing-in ceremony at 
the Capitol Saturday afternoon. 


These invitations—engraved 


on stiff, parchment-like white 
paper—are truly different: no 
money is required if you ac- 
cept. 


Invitations to the oath-taking 


are being handled by the Joint 
Congressional Committee on In- 
augural Ceremonies, a biparti- 
san body whose co-chairmen 
are Sens. Marlow W. Cook, R- 
Ky., and Howard W. Cannon, 
D-Nev. There are bench seats 
for 19,200 and standing room 
for 60,000 more. 


The President and vice presi- 


dent have an allotment of about 


5,000 places. Kach senator is 
given 155—13 seats and 142 
standing-room 
spots. 
Kach 


House member gets nine .seats 
and &7 standee spaces. 


Automatically on the list are 


Cabinet members, the Supreme 
Court, the diplomatic- corps, 
presidential electors, stale sen- 
ators, Medal of Honor winners 
and members of Congress. 


Powell Moore, press director 


of the Inaugural Committee, 
says the "souvenir" invitation 
list is basically composed of 
persons who worked for the 
party but probably don't want 
to come to Washington 


The Inaugural Committee 


hopes to reap $4 million from 
the three-day gala, more than 
enough to cover expenses.

Pounding by US 
planes continue 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. war- 


planes flew more than 400 
strikes across South Vietnam 
Wednesday and today, the U.S. 
Command announced. It was 
the second day of heavy air at- 
tack and the largest number of 
strikes in the South in more 
than two months. 


The raids appeared aimed at 


putting 
South Vietnamese 


forces in the best possible mili- 
tary position before a cease-fire 
agreement is signed. 


Many of the strikes were con- 


centrated just below the demili- 
tarized zone, where North Viet- 
nam is claiming a strip of terri- 
tory 10 miles deep and 40 miles 
wide that its troops captured 
during the Communist offensive 
last year. 


The 
Saigon 
government 


wants the demarcation line re- 
stored at the 17th parallel, 
across the middle of the DMZ. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand reported heavy fighting 
in the region just below the 
DMZ, 
both to the north and 


south of Quang Tri City. The 
command said 77 North Viet- 


namese troops were killed and 


49 weapons were 
captured, 


while South Vietnamese losses 
were 10 men killed and 51 
wounded, the command said. 


Three of the U.S. air strikes 


in the Hiep Due Valley below 
Da Nang accidentally hit South 
Vietnamese troops, the U.S. 
Command said. One South Viet- 
namese soldier was killed and 
four were wounded when three 
Air Force F4 Phantoms each 
dropped a 500-pound bomb. 


A U.S. spokesman said the 


bombs were directed at an ene- 
my position and were on target 
but 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 


troops were too close. He said 
the strikes were being directed 
by a South Vietnamese forward 
air controller. 


It was the third accidental 


bombing in 10 days iriTUeHDa 
Nang region. 


The U.S. Command reported 


335 fighter-bomber strikes dur- 
ing the 24 hours that ended at 8 
a.m. today. 


B52 bombers flew 90 strikes, 


dropping about 2,700 tons of ex- 
plosives, U.S. officials said. 


might remain. 


Asked if this would be the fi- 


nal meeting of Kissinger and 
Tho, Ziegler said, "the an- 
nouncement will have to speak 
for itself." 


Ziegler said the United States 


would have no comment on the 
negotiations 
"until 
a 
final 


agreement is reached." 


At another point, he said: 
"We are interested in ending 


this war as soon as possible 
and ending it through negotia- 
tions." 


Asked if a cease-fire might 


take effect in Indochina prior to 
completion of the 
promised 


peace agreement, Ziegler said 
"there has been an awful lot of 
speculation along that line," 
but added he was not prepared 
to "address that speculation" 
whether it is right or wrong. 


2 Americans 
killed in VN 


SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 


command reported today that 
two Americans were killed in 
action in Indochina last week, 
11 were wounded and six are 
missing or captured. Two other 
Americans died from nonhostile 
causes, the command reported. 


A spokesman explained later 


that the two Americans listed 
as killed in action actually did 
not die last week. Their status 
was changed during the week 


- by the Pentagon from missing 
to dead. The spokesman said 
both were airmen but he did 
not know when or where they 
were downed. 


South Vietnamese battlefield 


deaths rose to 476. It was the 
highest toll since last Nov. 19- 
25, the Saigon command report- 
ed.

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Legislative action in 
House, Senate heats up 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Leg- 


islative activity picked up Wed- 
nesday with the Arkansas Sen- 
ate passing a bill to provide a 
percentage of the state's gener- 
al revenues for cities and coun- 
ties and the House approving a 
$700,000 appropriation to help 
finance a new football stadium 
at Arkansas State University. 


The controversial bill by Sen. 


John F. Bearden Jr. of Leach- 
ville to designate 7 per cent of 
the general revenues as funds 
for cities and counties is enabl- 
ing legislation. Before cities 
and counties would get the 
money, the measure would 
have to be approved by the 
House and an appropriation bill 
would need approval of both 
chambers. 


Bearden's bill was approved 


on a Vote of 21-12. 


The appropriation measure 


for the proposed new ASU sta- 
dium cleared the House on a 
vote of 89-5 without debate and 
was sent to the Senate. 


Sen. Ben Allen of Little Rock 


delayed the dispatching of the 
cities and counties bill to the 
House when he gave notice of 
reconsideration, which means 
he may ask for another vote by 
the Senate on the same bill 
within three days. 


Allen is one of the closest al- 


lies of Gov. Dale Bumpers, who 
vigorously opposed the bill. 


The measure would provide 


cities and counties with about 
$25 million to $28 million an- 
nually. Bumpers has proposed 
giving them about $14 million 
annually. Under current law, 
they get $12 million. 


The bill would give 3 per cent 


of the state revenue to counties 
and 4 per cent to cities. 


The vote on the bill came 


after a debate of about an hour. 
The Senate 
galleries 
were 


packed with city and county of- 
ficials who cheered those who 
spoke in favor of the measure. 


Allen said that it would be 


"financially irresponsible to be- 
gin the dangerous precedent of 
dividing up state revenues on a 
percentage basis." 


Bumpers has said that if such 


a precedent were set, other 
state agencies also would want 
a percentage of the state's gen- 
eral revenues. 


Bearden said, however, that 


there was "no way we can 
make a valid comparison be- 
tween cities and counties and 
the 
other 
single-purpose 


agencies of the state." 


Bearden also pointed out that 


constitutional offices are alloted 
a percentage of the revenues 
and the cities and counties bill 
would not set a precedent. 


Sen. Robert Harvey of Swift- 


on agreed with Allen that pas- 


sage of the bill would set "a 
dangerous precedent." 


"I don't think this will be the 


last opportunity to make a deci- 
sion oh how much money we're 
going to allocate to cities and 
counties," Harvey said. "I sin- 
cerely doubt the wisdom of al- 
locating money on a percentage 
basis." 


Sen. Bill Walmsley of Bates- 


ville said he favored giving 
more money to cities and coun- 
ties but he said he favored a 
bill that has been introduced in 
the House that would provide a 
total of $18 million for cities 
and counties 


"There would be just a little 


difference in the amount of 
money and we wouldn't set the 
precedent so others could come 
back and ask for a per- 
centage," Walmsley said. 


Rep. B. D. "Doug" Brandon 


of Little Rock, chief sponsor of 
the measure to provide the 
money for the ASU stadium, 
said each $1 of state funds 
would be matched with $2 in 
private donations for a total 
project of $2.1 million. 


Resolution 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Senate Wednesday 
passed a resolution confirming 
the results of a Dec. 3 drawing 
to determine the terms of state 
senators. 


Members of the Senate re- 


vealed Wednesday which of 
their number drew terms of 
two years and which drew 
terms of four years. The sena- 
tors had maintained almost 
total silence since the drawing, 
which was held at a duck din- 
ner. 


The drawing is required by 


the state Constitution following 
elections in the wake of redist- 
ricting subsequent to each de- 
cennial census. 


The resolution passed on a 


vote of 32-1, with Sen. Jim 
Caldwell of Rogers, the only 
Republican in the Senate, cast- 
ing the negative vote. 


Road bill 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A bill 


to create a state aid system of 
county roads and finance their 
improvement with part of the 
state's federal revenue sharing 
funds was introduced Wednes- 
day in the Arkansas House. 


The bill, sponsored by Rep. 


Roger Logan of Harrison and 
Frank Henslee of Pine Bluff, 
would allocate $7 million an- 
nually from the state's $18.3 
million portion of revenue shar- 
ing funds for paving and recon- 
struction of the county roads, 
most of which are unpaved. 


Logan said the bill would 
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"give a shot in the arm to the 
rural road program," which 
some legislative critics have 
said has suffered from neglect 
by the state Highway Commis- 
sion. 


In addition to the revenue 


sharing funds, half of all feder- 
al aid secondary road funds al- 
located to the state would be 
set aside for use on county sec- 
ondary road projects. 


Another proposal already has 


been made by Rep. B.D. 
"Doug" Brandon of Little Rock 
to use all of the revenue shar- 
ing funds for state highway 
construction, but not rural road 
improvements. 


Under the Logan-Henslee bill, 


counties could match the slate 
aid and receive $7 in state aid 
for every $3 they put up. 


The bill would call for the 


creation of a state aid system 
v.'th a total of not more than 
10.000 miles, including any mu- 
nicipal streets that might be 
made a part of the system. But 
the first 5,000 miles of the sys- 
tem would include all county 
roads on the federal aid secon- 
dary road system. 


No county would have less 


than 50 miles in the system ini- 
tially and less than 100 miles 
when the full 10,000-mile sys- 
tem were developed. 


Reps. John Upton of Warren 


and Cecil Alexander of Heber 
Springs introduced a bill to re- 
quire cash 
funds 
of state 


agencies and institutions, in- 
cluding the colleges and uni- 
versities.lo be deposited in the 
state treasury. The bill was 


recommended by the Legisla- 
tive Joint Auditing Committee.

Dorado introduced a resolution

Washington Redskins assistant 
signed a three-year contract 
Wednesday as head coach of 
the Eagles, a team that hasn't 
had a winning record since

record, setting league record

touchdowns (12), and average

team scored only two touch- 
downs rushing (one on a quar- 


terback sneak), failed to win at 
home, and slipped from 32 
quarterback sacks in 1971 to 16. 


If that isn't

McCormack to contemplate, the 
Eagles suffered their worst de- 
feat in the 39-year history of 
the team, a 62-10 drubbing by 
the New York Giants, a game 
in which fired coach Ed Khayat 
said the players quit. 


Is McCormack apprehensive? 
"I expect to win next sea- 


son," said the husky former 
Cleveland Browns tackle, who 
made the Pro Bowl squad six 
times while clearing the way 
for former NFL great Jim 
Brown. "I'm an eternal optim- 
ist," McCormack told his first 
news conference as Eagles' 
head man. 


McCormack said he has the 


authority to run the Eagles' 
football operation, make trades,

final say on the draft, anything 
connected with player person- 
nel. He said he will ask for ad- 
vice, but the final say is his. 


McCormack played his col- 


lege football at Kansas and was 
the first draft choice in 1951 of 
the old New York Yanks. He 
later was traded to Cleveland 
and played eight seasons under 
Brown. He worked in insur- 
ance, and as a part time assist- 
ant with the Kansas City Chiefs 
before joining the Redskins in 
1966. 


McCormack said his impres- 


sion of the Eagles, based on 
three games against the Red- 
skins last season, was that the 
team had as good a defense as 
the Skins faced all season up to 
the Super Bowl game against 
Miami. He plans to go to work 
on the sick offense starting 
with the Jan. 30 player draft. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) - 


Memphis sports promoter Mi- 
chael E. Lynn III says he is 
healing up his efforts to gain a 
National Football League fran- 
chise for Memphis. 


Lynn said Wednesday he will 


attend a league meeting this 
weekend in Dallas and also will 
be at a March meeting in 
Scottsdale, Ariz., to take part 
in expansion talk. 


During February, Lynn said 


he will visit all NFL owners 
seeking to convince them that 
now is the time to expand and 
that Memphis should be se- 
riously considered for a fran- 
chise site. 


The NFL now has 26 teams, 


and Lynn, who heads Mid-South 
Sports, Inc., said he hopes the 
league will blossom to include 
30 to 32 teams. 


Franchises are also being 


sought by Tampa, Fla., Seattle, 
Wash., and Phoenix. 


Additionally, Lynn said his

ton Redskins and linebacker 
Dave Wilcox of the 
San 


Francisco 49ers, each re- 
ceived one-fourth of the sup- 
port given Greene. 


The balloting 
was con- 


ducted by Newspaper Enter- 
prise Association among the 
team captains and player 
representatives of the 
26 


NFL teams, in cooperation 
with the NFL Players Asso- 
ciation. 
The honor, inaugurated by 


NEA in 1966 to recognize the 
growing role of defense in 
pro ball, has gone to such 
modern greats as Larry Wil- 
son, Deacon Jones, Dick But- 
kus and Carl Eller. 


Greene is a logical bearer 


of the defensive tradition. 
The Steelers this year moved 
to their first division cham- 
pionship in history because 
of a development which be- 
gan 
with the drafting of 


Mean Joe as their No. 1 
choice in 1969. He was the 
anchor of the building pro- 
gram by coach Chuck Noll, 
who arrived the same year. 


Led by his charge at the 


defensive 
left 
tackle, the 


Steelers have come up with 
a ferocious pass rush which 
led the American Football 
Conference 
in sacking the 


quarterback this season and 
also cut off the opposition 
from scoring touchdowns in 
seven of the 14 games on the 
regular season schedule. 


Mean Joe is a 6-4 270- 


pound specimen with great 
agility and speed. He was a 
unanimous Ail-American at 
North Texas State, where he 
picked up his nicknatae. Act- 
ually, Joe claims it belonged 


to the team, whose color was 
green, hence the Mean 
Green, and the name simply 
was transferred to him in- 
dividually. 


He did nothing to dispel its 


connotation his rookie year 
with the Steelers when he 
was 
twice thrown out of 


games, first for putting the 
slug on quarterback Fran 
Tarkenton of the Giants with 
an elbow, second for mixing 
with guard Jim Vellone of 
the Vikings, and then that 
winter he spit at a Pittsburgh 
sports writer with whose ob- 
servations he disagreed. 


Nevertheless he was the 


defensive rookie of the year 
and made the Pro Bowl and 
he has made it every year 
since. The truth is, Joe 
Greene is not an extraordin- 
arily pugnacious person. But 
he does have the natural 
combativeness which every 
defensive lineman must have 
to exist in the so-called "pit" 
of pro football. 


"Going after the quarter- 


back," he has said, "is like 
playing king of the moun- 
tain. When you get the quart- 
erback, you're on top of the 
mountain. He's the brains of 
the team. I learned a long 
time ago that if you kill the 
head, the body will die. 


"Actually, 1 have one aim 


in football—to beat the ball 
to the ball carrier. I don't 
know how how to do it, but I 
keep trying."

He said ho lias 
never been hurt in a pro fight 
and doesn't expect to be hurt 
by Frazier, at least not badly 
enough to keep him from win- 
ning.

shots as an amateur," Fore- 
man remembered. "In my 
third amateur fight, in tin; first 
round this guy (Winter) walked 
out a/id clobbered me with a 
left hook.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gressional boosters of a plan to 
extend Daylight Saving Time to 
a year-round basis say their 
chances are better than ever 
because of increasing crime 
and the nation's fuel shortage. 


The extra hour of daylight on 


winter afternoons would ham- 
per purse snatchers and mug- 
gers who prey on late-afternoon 
pedestrians and it would reduce 
the use of electric lights in of- 
fice buildings, they say. 


Rep. Craig Hosmer, R-Calif., 


planned to introduce in the 
House today a bill to extend 
DST from its present six- 
months-a-year status to a full- 
time basis. DST is in operation 
in virtually all the states from 
the last Sunday of April to the 
last Sunday of October. 


Hosmer's office said 31 other 


House members had agreed to 
sponsor the legislation as of 
Wednesday night. The bill that 


died in the last Congress had 14 
sponsors. 


One of the most important 


names on the bill is that of 
Rep. 
John 
Moss, 
D-Calif., 


chairman of the subcommittee 
that must first consider the bill. 


"I've been sponsoring this 


bill for several years in the 
hope that sooner or later its 
time would come," Hosmer 
said in a statement Wednesday. 
"This year may be it." 


Moss, who was cool toward 


similar legislation in the past, 
said the fuel shortage is the 
primary reason he has decided 
to back the measure this year. 


"1 think at a time when we 


are admittedly faced with an 
energy crisis it makes very 
good sense to have year-round 
Daylight Saving Time," Moss 
said. 


Moss explained that under 


Daylight Saving Time big office 
buildings, for example, could 
take advantage of sunlight until 
later in the day.

none of the eight was found to 
be sane by hospital profes- 
sionals. 


But Rosenhan says it was 


1 "quite common" for actual psy- 
chiatric patients to correctly 
identify the "pseudopatient" 
im posters. 


"The fact that patients often 


recognized 
normality when 


staff did not raised important 
questions," Rosenhan observes.

law at Stanford, said he and 
the other pseudopatients were 
shocked and horrified by their 
experiences. 


But, he said, they did not 


blame the hospital staffs. 


"By and large, they were 


well-intentioned people, and in 
no way do we want to malign 
them," he said. 


"The hospital itself imposes a 


special environment in which 
the meanings of behavior can 
easily be misunderstood."

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) 


— Rebecca Shelley, a grand- 
motherly figure in black who 
has fought war for nearly 60 
years, has taken up a lonely, 
chilly vigil at the American 
Embassy here. She plans to 
protest the Vietnam war until 
her 86th birthday Saturday. 


Mrs. Shelley, who lives on 


a farm near Battle Creek, 
Mich., turned up Wednesday 
noon at the gates of the em- 
bassy, wearing a protest sign 
attached to her coat. The sign 
read: "Mourning the war dead. 
Repenting the crimes of my 
people." 


Because Islamabad is a spe- 


cial city built for diplomats and 
off the beaten track of most 
Pakistanis, Mrs. Shelley drew 
little notice, but she said she 
planned to keep her vigil at the 
gate for one hour daily until 
Saturday. Then she will go 
back to her task of trying to 
meet President Zulfikar 
All 


Bhutto to persuade him to let 
the Pakistani military be tried 
before an international tribunal 
for war crimes in Bangladesh. 


"I am for mourning before 


all the embassies of the world," 
said Mrs. Shelley, who despite 
her age remains remarkably 
vigorous. "I am not for throw- 
ing stones at embassies." 


Embassy officials and em- 


ployes went in and out of the 
five-story white building with- 
out commenting about the tiny 
figure in black. 


Mrs. Shelley has worn black 


to protest war and atrocities 
ever since she arrived in the 
South Asian subcontinent two 
years ago. She visited Bangla- 
desh and met the prime minis- 
ter, Sheik Mujibur Rahman. In 
India she spoke with Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi. 


She has been trying to see 


Bhutto since her arrival here in 
May, but suspects his aides be- 
lieve she is too pro-Bangladesh.

NEW YORK (AP) — The re- 


structuring of the securities 
markets, known in advance to 
be a difficult assignment, if 
taking longer than was antici- 
pated. Big knots still exist, and 
a lot of parties are pulling hard 
on the rope. 


Agreement on one of the 


most important steps, the crea- 
tion of a composite tape that 
would report transactions in 
listed securities wherever they 
occurred, rather than on just a 
single exchange, has been de- 
layed at least a month 


The 
original deadline 
fur- 


agreement was Dec. 26, with 
implementation to follow some- 
time late in 1973. When that 
deadline was missed, the Secu- 
rities and Exchange Commis- 
sion extended the time limit to 
Jan. 26. 


One of the more obvious dis- 


agreements, whether or not to 
admit institutional members, 
appears to be a step nearer 
resolution following an SEC or- 
der this week. But that order 
conceivably 
could be 
chal- 


lenged in the courts. 


And while such differences 


and difficulties exist, the exact 
nature of the future market- 
place—that is, how the various 
exchanges will relate to each 
other—remains a nebulous con- 
cept. 


The exchanges know that 


they will be required to work 
more closely in order to serve 
the public better. But neither 
they nor the SEC nor anyone 
else can say just how tight the 
relationship will be.

Gerald Keith, Hope city Manager, was the guest 


speaker at Tuesday's Kiwanis Club meeting. Program 
Chairman George Wright Jr., introduced the speaker. 


Keith reviewed something of where we have been, 


where we stand at the present time, and where we hope 
to go as a community. He discussed plans under Public 
Utilities, Public Safety, Public Health, Public 
Recreation, Public Works, and Public Administration. 


"Our public utilities are the greatest source of 


revenue", he said. The Commission is exploring ways 
and means of providing a sufficient water supply other 
than deep wells, and two large and new sewage disposal 
or treatment plants with much larger lines are in the 
works. 


No addition to the police or fire departments are an- 


ticipated at present, but the police facilities must be 
improved and eventually a new fire station or sub station 
must be provided on the North side of town. 


A better garbage disposal system is in the planning 


.stages. 


There will be an early expenditure of about $75,000 for 


improvements at Fair Park, and the acquisition of ad- 
ditional park space is being studied. 


In the public works field street improvement, work at 


the airport, and the operation of a Parking Authority 
were among the items mentioned. 


Personnel and safety training courses are being in- 


stituted for all city employees, and plans are being made 
for the expansion of physical facilities at City Hall. 


At Tuesday's meeting perfect attendance tabs were 


presented to sixteen members of the club, ranging from 
one to thirty years of perfect attendance. Six members 
are responsible for a total of 169 years of--perfect at- 
tendance, and the perfect attendance of the 16 totals 262 
years.
